CHARLEVOIX— The 
Charlevoix County Board 
of Commissioners voted 
to accept the terms of an 
agreement from the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources assur- 
ing the completion of 
phase one of the Boyne 
City/Charlevoix bike 
trail at the November 14 
meeting. 

Phase one is the 3.2 
mile stretch of road that 
starts in Boyne City and 
ends at the Bay and 
Evangeline Township 
border near Park of the 
Pines. The total cost for 
the project is $954,500. A 
grant from the Michigan 
Natural Resources Trust 
Fund (MNRTF) will re- 
imburse the county 
thirty-one percent of that 
total not to exceed 
$300,000. The county is to 
make all funds available 
at the start of the project 
with expectation of reim- 
bursement from the 
MNRTF Grant as well as 
other committed funding 
as it comes in. 

The grant from the 
Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Trust Fund 
(MNRTF) is an agree- 
ment between the De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources (D NR) and 
Charlevoix County who 
becomes the grantee and 
is responsible for taking 
all actions necessary to 
complete the project. By 
signing the agreement, 
the County has taken on 
the responsibility to pay 
back the grant if any of 
the terms of agreement 
are broken. 

The topic of the trail 
is still very controversial 
with representatives on 
both sides of the issue 
speaking up during the 
meeting. “There are a lot

shouldn’t be signed. We 
still have a lot of things 
to talk about on it,” said 
Boyne City resident 
Robert Taylor who was 
mainly concerned with 
the rights of property 
owners on the road who’s 
permission to construct 
the trail has still not 
been obtained. 

Retired County Plan- 
ning Director, Larry Sul- 
livan, spoke up, “This is 
not a bike trail, it is a ten 
foot wide sidewalk. It 
will be used by bicyclists, 
walkers, rollerblades - it 
is a sidewalk,” he said. 

“You told us before 
you would not spend tax 
payers money for the 
trail yet (according to the 
agreement) only 90% of 
what we loan will be paid 
back plus (the county 
will provide) the mainte- 
nance and insurance 
costs,” said Roger 
Conaway resident of 


Boyne City. 

Scott MacKenzie, Co- 
Chair of the Boyne 
City/Charlevoix Trail 
Committee added, “This 
is what I pay my county 
taxes for, to facilitate 
things we can’t do inde- 
pendently. I’d like to 
stress that this continues 
to move forward because 
of the quality of life it 
will bring to our commu- 
nity.” 

The BC/CHAR road’s 
right of way is ninety- 
nine feet instead of the 
typical sixty-six feet. 
Concern was voiced that 
some residents on the 
road are not receiving 
the benefits of not hav- 
ing to pay taxes on an ad- 
ditional right of way that 
they gave or sold (usually 
for $1) to the county in 
1956-1958. This additional 
fourteen and a half feet 
on both sides of the road 
was acquired by 


the county to remove the 
sharp curves from the 
road. Legally residents 
on the Boyne 
City/Charlevoix road 
have the right to have 
their property re- 
assessed. 

“When I had my prop- 
erty assessed recently 
the assessor did not 
know the right of way 
was ninety-nine feet and 
had to check it out, asa 
result of the new infor- 
mation, my taxes have 
been lowered,” said 
Conaway. 

There is a limitation 
on the extra fourteen and 
half feet on either side of 
the road, that it has to be 
used for road purposes, 
this allows for the tax as- 
sessments of individual 
parcels to be lowered but 
raises questions as to the 
usability of the right of 
way for the trail with

Charlevoix & Emmet 
County Emergency 
Food and Shelter 
Grants Available 


Charlevoix County has been 
awarded $14,539 and Emmet County 
has been awarded $22,398 in Federal 
funds under the Emergency Food and 
Shelter National Board Program. 
These funds will be distributed by a 
Local Board and are used to supple- 
ment emergency food and shelter pro- 
grams in these counties through 
March 31, 2013. 

The award was made by a National 
Board that is chaired by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency and 
consists of representatives from the 
Salvation Army; American Red 
Cross; United Jewish Communities; 
Catholic Charities, USA; National 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
the USA; and, United Way of Amer- 
ica. The Local Board was charged to 
distribute funds appropriated by Con- 
gress to help expand the capacity of 
food and shelter programs in high- 
need areas around the country. 

The Local Board is chaired by 
United Way and includes representa- 


tives from the Salvation Army, Ameri- 


can Red Cross, Temple B’Nai Israel, 
Catholic Human Services, Emmanuel 
Episcopal Church, the Little Traverse 
Bay Band of Odawa Indians, govern- 
mental representatives from both 
Counties, the Department of Human 
Services, both Community Founda- 
tions, and the Nehemiah Project. 
This board will determine how the 
funds are will be distributed among 
the emergency food and shelter pro- 
grams run by local service agencies 
in Charlevoix and Emmet Counties. 
Under the terms of the grant from 
the National Board, local agencies 
chosen to receive funds must: 1) be 
private voluntary non-profits or units

CHARLEVOIX—The Charlevoix 
City Council asked for informed res- 
idents to volunteer for a Steering 
Committee to help direct the fate of 
the heavily debated fireplace in East 
Park and approved funding to re- 
align the Lake to Lake Bike Trail at 
the November 18 meeting. 

Architect, Mark Buday, attended 
the City Council meeting, putting 
the fireplace back on the agenda. 
Buday didn’t present Council with 
alternatives for the East Park memo- 
rial as expected but suggested a plan 
to get the mind of the community on 
the project. “This is not a decision 
making session. He doesn’t even 
have any suggestions, he has a pro- 
posal on how he’d like to see things 
go,” began Mayor Norman Carlson. 
The choices available for the fire- 
place are to go ahead with it as ap- 
proved or make modifications 
concerning the size, location, or de- 
cisions if it belongs in the park at 
all. 

Buday’s proposal was to select 
five informed citizens with varying 
positions on the fireplace to meet at 
biweekly workshops to discuss the 
many alternatives available con- 
cerning the project and ultimately 
come up with a plan of action to rec- 
ommend to the Council. “He doesn’t 
want a bunch of yes people he wants 
a cross-section of people, not some- 
one who is for or against it and are 
totally closed minded, a cross-sec- 
tion of ideas to be brought to the 
table,” said Carlson. The amount of

Fate of the Fireplace to be 
Directed by Steering Committee 


$13,900 has already been spent to 
construct the fireplace, if it were to 
be moved that amount would need to 
be recovered. If the project were 
scrapped completely, $15,400 would 
need to be recovered. The Steering 
Committee is expected to come back 
with plans as to where those funds 
will come from and how to proceed. 
Buday will be guided by the wishes 
of the Steering committee. 

Carlson also announced that it 
was the opinion of legal Council 
that the City Council was not obli- 
gated to bring the project before the 
Planning Commission but they 
chose to do so because the people 
voiced that they wanted that at one 
of the earlier meetings. 

Once a plan or several plans 
have been narrowed down by the 
Steering Committee they will be 
brought before a joint meeting of 
the Planning Commission, DDA and 
the City Council for discussion. Any 
person may comment at that meet- 
ing. “I can’t think of another way to 
be more productive and not wasteful 
of everybody’s time especially Mr. 
Buday since he’s volunteering his 
time,” said Carlson. 

Anyone interested in sitting on 
the Fireplace Steering Committee 
can contact Mayor Carlson through 
the Charlevoix City Clerk’s office at 
(231) 547-3250. Leave your name and 
contact information. The process is 
expected to take approximately two 
months and will require biweekly, 2- 
3 hour work sessions. 

Council members voted 6-1 to 
pay 50% of $31,500 to redesign the 


Lake Michigan to Lake Charlevoix 
Bike Trail route. Because of a 
change in regulations of the $288,000 
MDOT Grant the city received to 
complete the trail by the end of 2013 
the old railroad grade owned by 
Saint Mary’s Cement Plant which 
was going to provide the foundation 
for a large portion of the trail is no 
longer available. MDOT originally 
stated that a 12 year easement with 
Saint Mary’s would suffice for pur- 
poses of obtaining the grant. Asa 
result the city executed a Grant of 
Access Agreement with Saint 
Mary’s for twelve years. As the 
grant process progressed MDOT 
then stated that the easement had to 
be given in perpetuity. “Saint Mary’s 
doesn’t want to give up their busi- 
ness interest in their portion of the 
trail for infinity, and I certainly 
don’t blame them,” said City Man- 
ager Rob Streabel. An alternate 
alignment that starts at Bells Bay to 
US 81 with possible crossings at ei- 
ther Stover Road by MaryAnn’s 
Restaurant or at Airport Drive, then 
proceeds through the portion of 
road that used to be Marion Center 
but was closed off when Citizens 
Bank was built, then crosses M-66 to 
Stover Road has been proposed by 
Performance Engineers. “The over- 
all costs of the trail went down $80- 
100,000 with this new route,” said 
Jim Malewitz of Performance Engi- 
neers. 

The next Charlevoix City Council 
meeting is scheduled for Monday, 
December 8rd at 7:00pm.

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Thanksgiving as a National Holiday began 
with 1863 Presidential Proclamation

Growing up in America, the 
tale of the first Thanksgiving 


feast bringing together newly ar- 


rived Europeans immigrants 
and Native Americans in the 
early 1600’s are well-ingrained 
images schoolteachers etched 
upon our young minds. Deer- 
skin clad warriors joining pio- 
neers dressed in conservative 
dark clothing and tall hats to 
share a joyous meal seems to 
epitomize the spirit of coopera- 
tion, graciousness and gratitude 
that remains at the root of the 
American character to this 
day...though it slips from time 
to time...especially during polit- 
ical season. 

What isn’t widely known is 
that a prominent historical po- 
litical figure, also associated 


with a tall black hat, was respon- 


sible for establishing the begin- 
nings of Thanksgiving asa 
national holiday over 200 years 
after that first remarkable gath- 
ering. It was on October 8rd, 
1863 that President Abraham 
Lincoln issued a proclamation 
declaring the last Thursday in 
November be designated as a na- 
tional holiday of Thanksgiving. 


It was a proclamation Lincoln is- 


sued at the urging of Sarah J. 
Hale, editor for a popular maga- 
zine at the time, who had cam- 
paigned for many years to create 
a national observance of the 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

Following are the words from 
President Lincoln’s official 
proclamation. And while the 
Civil War that raged at that time 
has receded into American his- 
tory, many of Lincoln’s carefully 
chosen words can apply equally 
to the sacrifices, courage and di- 
visiveness we experience in our 
country today. 

By the President of the United

While President Lincoln is well remembered for issuing the Emancipation Proclamation in the autumn of 1862, 
Lincoln also issued (at the urging of magazine editor Sarah J. Hale), the Proclamation declaring Thanksgiving 
as a national holiday in the fall of 1863.

States - A Proclamation 

The year that is drawing to- 
ward its close has been filled 
with the blessings of fruitful 
fields and healthful skies. To 
these bounties, which are so con- 
stantly enjoyed that we are 
prone to forget the source from 
which they come, others have 
been added, which are of so ex- 
traordinary a nature that they 
cannot fail to penetrate and 
soften the heart which is habitu- 
ally insensible to the ever-watch- 
ful providence of Almighty God. 

In the midst of a civil war of 
unequaled magnitude and sever- 
ity, which has sometimes seemed 
to foreign states to invite and 


provoke their aggressions, peace 
has been preserved with all na- 
tions, order has been main- 
tained, the laws have been 
respected and obeyed, and har- 
mony has prevailed everywhere, 
except in the theater of military 
conflict; while that theater has 
been greatly contracted by the 
advancing armies and navies of 
the Union. 

Needful diversions of wealth 
and of strength from the fields 
of peaceful industry to the na- 
tional defense have not arrested 
the plow, the shuttle, or the ship; 
the ax has enlarged the borders 
of our settlements, and the 
mines, as well of iron and coal 
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as of the precious metals, have 
yielded even more abundantly 
than heretofore. Population has 
steadily increased, notwith- 
standing the waste that has been 
made in the camp, the siege, and 
the battlefield, and the country, 
rejoicing in the consciousness of 
augmented strength and vigor, is 
permitted to expect continuance 
of years with large increase of 
freedom. 

No human counsel hath de- 
vised, nor hath any mortal hand 
worked out these great things. 
They are the gracious gifts of 
the Most High God, who while 
dealing with us in anger for our 
sins, hath nevertheless remem- 


bered mercy. 

It has seemed to me fit and 
proper that they should be 
solemnly, reverently, and grate- 
fully acknowledged as with one 
heart and one voice by the whole 
American people. I do, therefore, 
invite my fellow-citizens in 
every part of the United States, 
and also those who are at sea 
and those who are sojourning in 
foreign lands, to set apart and 
observe the last Thursday of No- 
vember next as a Day of Thanks- 
giving and Praise to our 
beneficent Father who dwelleth 
in the heavens. And I recom- 
mend to them that, while offer- 
ing up the ascriptions justly due 
to Him for such singular deliver- 
ances and blessings, they do 
also, with humble penitence for 
our national perverseness and 
disobedience, commend to His 
tender care all those who have 
become widows, orphans, 
mourners, or sufferers in the 
lamentable civil strife in which 
we are unavoidably engaged, 
and fervently implore the inter- 
position of the Almighty hand to 
heal the wounds of the nation, 
and to restore it, as soon as may 
be consistent with the Divine 
purposes, to the full enjoyment 
of peace, harmony, tranquility, 
and union. 

In testimony whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United 
Stated States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washing- 
ton, this third day of October, in 
the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty- 
three, and of the Independence 
of the United States the eighty- 
eighth.
